To follow will be medium bomb- 
ers and possibly dive-bombers, 
which some commentators long 
have regarded as a need of the 
British air force. The R. A. F.

United States. 

“Soon at airdromes all over Brit- 
ain there will be gathered the force 
of planes that will make this coun- 
try the world’s greatest air base,” 
said the London Daily Sketch. 

“To augment the already power- 
ful bomber striking force of the 
R. A. F. will come hundreds of 
United States aircraft — .giant 
bombers, medium bombers and 
dive-bombers—flown by American 
air crews.” 

It is expected that the planes 
will be completely serviced by 
American mechanics, whose profi- 
ciency particularly impresses the 
British. :

“America, England and Russia 
are producing in much greater 
quantities essential war materiel 
than our Axis enemies,” Nelson 
told the Senate Defense Investigat- 
ing Committee in summarizing ac- 
complishments of the War Produc- 
tion Board since its organization 
last Jan. 16. 

“T believe we are over the hump 
on production,” he continued. “Ev- 
erything we have is in production 
and we are getting increased quan- 
tities. We still have a reserve, 
built up by the Axis nations, to 
overcome but in a few months I 
think we will overcome that.” 

Statement by Cannon. 

Later Chairman Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, of the Appropriations 
Committee declared in the House 
that this nation had passed from 
the defensive to the offensive in 
the war, and that its production of 
war materiel equalled that of Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan combined. - 

He said that as a result of the 
“remarkable” speed of converting 
the nation’s industry from peace 
to wartime production “we are al- 
ready reaching a turn in the war.” 

“We have now outdistanced the 
enemy in production and are pro- 
ducing as much war materiel as 
Germany, Italy and Japan com- 
bined,” he said.

CHUNGKING, April 21 (AP).— 
Chinese forces which recaptured 
the oil center of Yenangyaung 
saved 7000 encircled British troops 
and 100 supply trucks in the first 
Allied victory in Burma, an Army 
spokesman said today. 

After rescuing the British, the 


Chinese fought with their allies 
under British command and drove 
three miles south of Yenangyaung 
through the rubble of burned oil 
wells which the British had de- 
stroyed. 

Severe fighting with the Jap- 
anese stili is in progress, the 
spokesman said. 

The Chinese, commanded by 
United States Lieut. Gen. Joseph 
W. Stilwell, moved into the British 
sector at the request of their al- 
lies’ high command, the spokesman 
added. One Chinese battalion 
commander was killed leading his 
troops in the recapture of Yenang- 
yaung. 

On the Sittang front in the cen- 
ter, Japanese forces were being 
éngaged near Lewi, 10 miles west 
}of Pyinmana. The enemy was 
shelling Aing, 10 mileg north of 
Lewi. 

On the Salween front, to the 
east, Chinese reinforcements were 
moving south to support the troops 
contesting a Japanese drive in the 
direction of Loikaw. The Jap- 
anese were said to have made a 
slight advance but still were 50 
miles from Loikaw, which is 180 
miles southeast of Mandalay. 

Fierce fighting continued un- 
abated throughout last week and 
heavier battles are expected, the 
Army spokesman said. The morale 
of the Chinese forces, who have 
fought for a month with little air 
support, was said to be high. 

“Field dispatches assure us they 
are as determined as ever to check 
the enemy’s advance,” the spokes- 
man said. “The British, who have 
been hard pressed even longer, cer- 
tainly deserve succor in the form 
of more adequate air support.”

‘Nazis Report 2,000,000 Tons Sunk 
off U. 8S. Coasts. 
BERLIN (From German broad- 
casts), April 21 (AP).—The Ger- 
man radio said today that more 
than two million tons of shipping 
had been sunk by Axis submarines 
operating off the East and West 
American coasts in the last three 

months. : 

Between Jan. 15 and April 14, 
Axis submarines sank 1,772,900 tons 
of British and American shipping 
off the American Atlantic coast, 
the radio said. 

In the same period, the Japa- 
nese sank 22 ships off the Ameri- 
can Pacific coast, it added. Their 
tonnage was not given. 

Ninety-two tankers were includ- 
ed in the sunken ships, it was said.

When he re- 
gained’ consciousness he thought 
he had been nicked by a bullet, 
but found no wound and returned 
to active duty without even re- 
porting for aid, : 

A routine transfer brought him 


back to the Pacific Coast with his 
ship. But every time he went up 
a ladder he found he was short of 
breath. Finally he complained to 
his medical officer: 

“I get out of wind awfully quick- 
ly. Can you look me over?” 

An X-ray revealed the bullet in 
his heart. The bullet was removed 
in a delicate operation Friday. His 
condition was reported normal to- 
day. 

The bomb fragment was taken 
from the heart of James B. Barker, 
23, McLeansboro, Ill., who. didn’t 
know it was there until doctors 
told him about it. 

Barker was brought back as a 
hospital case Dec. 2 because of 
wounds in his leg and shoulder. 
An X-ray at the hospital showed a 
three-fourths-inch hy one-half-inch 
bit of bomb fragment in the heart. 

Both said they were anxious to 
get a chance to pay the Japanese 
back for shooting them in the 
heart.

Conversion of Looms 
Within Next 60 Days Is 
Ordered by WPB — 37 


Pct. Now So Engaged. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP).— 
The Government ordered the cot- 
ton textile industry today to con- 
vert approximately half of its fa- 
cilities co war production within 
the next 60édays. 

Under terms of the order, cotton 
mills ‘must convert specified per- 
centages of their looms, now mak- 
ing various cotton fabrics common- 
ly used in ,clothing and home fur- 
nishings, to production of bag 
Osnaburg—a coarse bagging ma- 
terial—and bag sheetings. 

Effect of the action will be to 
double production of material re- 
quired for sand bags, camouflage 
cloth and food and agricultural 
bags. 

Further, the War Production 
Board announced, additional orders 
would be issued soon requiring 
mills to manufacture certain fab- 
rics specified as essential to civil- 
ians, 

“It is just as important for the 
winning of the war to provide 
work clothing for the men and 
women who work in our bombing 
plants as it is to provide sand bags 
to protect our, buildings against 
enemy bombers,” WPA declared. 

The conversion order will affect 
20 per cent of all looms which now 
are: Making bed tickings for mat- 
tresses and pillows; producing 
fabrics for men’s semidress and 
work clothing and industrial uni- 
forms; operating on colored yarn 
fabrics used in men’s and women’s 
sports wear and in other men’s 
apparel; producing denim for cov- 
eralls and other work clothing; 
producing pin stripes, similar to 
denim; producing drapery, uphol- 
stery and tapestry fabrics; produc- 
ing turkish and terry woven towels 
and toweling; making face towel 
materials, and all looms now mak- 
ing any kind of Osnaburg. All of 
the looms listed must be converted 
to production of bag Osnaburg. 
For production of bag sheeting, 
the order requires conversion of 40 


ments, fabrics for athletic and 
sports wear, decorative use, trim- 
mings and linings, and producing’ 
soft-filled sheetings which have 
various home uses; 50 per cent of 
looms making unbleached sheetings 
and all looms making coarser type 
sheeting used chiefly for bags. 

A recently completed WPB  sur- 
vey of the cotton textile indus- 
try showed that as of Fel. 28, 74 
per cent of the mills had war or- 
ders. 

About 87 per cent of the total 
production of the mills now is de- 
voted to war work. Today’s or- 
der will bring the percentage past 
50 per cent. 

Orders now being prepared to 
assure military and essential civil- 
ian supplies will increase the war 
percentage to about 88 per cent, 
officials predict. 

WPB said its conversion pro- 
gram for the industry contemplated 
increasing production of essential 
cotton fabrics from the 9,045,000,- 
000 square yards in 1939 to bil- 
lion this year and 15 billion in 
1943.

Instruction 
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Last-minute instructions for the 
Sugar registration April 28 and 29 
were issued to 300 wholesalers and 


retailers of St. Louis County at a 
meeting last night at Clayton High 
School. A similar meeting for St. 
Louis dealers will be held at 8 p. 
m. Friday at Soldan High School, 
it was announced. 

Last night's session took on a 
serious aspect from the start when 
the county’s Rationing Administra- 
tor, John A. Love, announced: 
“This is a tough business we're 
facing, so let’s not'have any ap- 
plause for the speakers: Before 
long we'll probably be rationing 
shoes, clothing, bicycles and other 
things in addition to sugar, tires 
and automobiles.” 

Those present had many ques- 
tions for Edwin R. Meyer, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Sugar Ration- 
ing Board and principal speaker, 
after the new registration blanks 
had been distributed, along with 
sheets containing numbered 
squares to which the dealers are 
to affix the rationing stamps pre- 
sented by consumers. 

ime first query came from a 
man who wanted to know if brown 
sugar was included. “All kinds of 
sugar,” Meyer replied, “beet, cane, 
powdered, cube, brown, and eves 
sugar syrups. Molasses doesn’t 
count—and in response to another 
—‘‘neither does saccharine.” 

Meyer explained that the pur- 
pose of the sugar purchase certif- 
icate issfed on registration was 
to provide the dealer with a work- 


ing stock based on his normal 
weekly distribution. One retailer 
thought he saw a way to get a 
larger allowance by not answering 
one of the questions on the blank, | 
as is permitted under certain con- 
ditions. 

“If you're looking to evade the 
law,” Meyer said, I wouldn’t do it. 
I’m hoping there won't be any 
prosecution, but the OPA has 120 
inspectors here and they're surely 
going to find some reasons to 
show the Government why they 
should continue getting their sal- 
aries.” 

To other queries, Meyer pointed 
out that convents would register 
as institutions, that chain store 
systems may register as a unit or 
as individual stores, that particu- 
lar problems, such a shrinkage 
and loss by fire, should be taken 
up with the local sugar boards.

“Guthrie, generally speaking, 
favored prompt and drastic action 
to curtail civilian production and 
produce conversion to war produc- 
tion, regardless of collateral con- 
sequences, which in some instances 
would have had disastrous effects,” 
O’Brian’s report to Nelson said. 

Others in the textile branch were 
also at fault “for failure to co- 
operate,” the report said, although 
“the troubles were iargely due to 
the conduct of Guthrie and his 
deputies.”

Baseball Attendance 
Is 10 Per Cent Under 
Last Year’s Figures 


The drop in the first week ap- 
pears to be about 10 per cent and 
considering the effect which the 
war has had on many other enter- 
prises, the baseball clubs probably 
will be well satisfied if conditions 
get no worse, 

In the first week of a season 
there always are three big dates: 
Tuesday (opening day); . Friday 
(when the visiting clubs on Tues- 
day get their first turn at home), 
and Sunday. 

Opening day this year attracted 
190,775 customers to eight games 
while 195,335 turned out a year ago 
for seven encounters. 


The second openers this year at- 
tracted 116,537 for eight games, a 
bit of an improvement over the 
114,234 at eight games in 1941. 

The first Sunday of the present 
season brought out 134,247 fans at 
seven parks, compared to 152,282 
for the same number last season. 

Sunday’s program was supposed- 
ly enhanced by the scheduling of 
doubleheaders in two American 
League cities while last year there 
were no double features on the 
initial Sunday. 

Comparisons of individual games 
and series are not possible through- 
out both major leagues, because of 
postponements, difference in op- 
position and the fact that some 
clubs open at home one year and 
away the next. 

The trend may be shown, how- 
ever, by citing some comparable 
cases, 

The Cincinnati Reds open at 
home every year. In 1941, when 
the St. Louis Cardinals were their 
opponents the opening day, the 
count was 34,940 and the three- 
game series drew 42,538. This year 
the Reds’ inaugural with the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates drew 34,104 and the 
three games 39,612. 

The Boston Braves opened at 
Philadelphia both last year and

In the long run minor leagues 
are likely to be affected more seri- 
ously by attendance fluctuations 
than are the majors and most of 
the small leagues have not yet 
opened their seasons.

Commanders Awarded Na- 
vy Crosses—One Vessel 


Torpedoed and Damaged 
Underseas Craft. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP).— 
Four American submarine com- 
manders have been awarded Navy 
crosses for daring raids in Jap- 
anese waters, including one unus- 
ual combat in which a Japanese 
submarine was torpedoed and dam- 
aged. 

The four commanders were cred- 
ited in a Navy announcement last 
night with the sinking of six Jap- 
anese ships totaling 45,000 tons. 
These sinkings had been an- 
nouhced previously. The score of 
United States submarines now 
stands at 36 Japanese ships sunk, 
12 probably sunk, and 11 damaged, 
including the submarine.

WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP).— 
Congress had before it today legis- 
lation prepared by the War De- 
partment, providing allowances for 
dependents of enlisted men in the 
armed forces to supplement por- 
tions of pay checks they send 


home to their families. 


Under terms of bills introduced 
yesterday in the House and Sen- 
ate, ‘all dependents would be 
grouped in two classes, A and B. 
Wives and children. would come 
under Class A; parents, grandchil- 


dren, brothers and sisters under 


Class B. 

In the case of a wife but no 
children, the allowance (outright 
contribution. from the Govern- 
ment) would. be $20., To this 


‘amount would be added $20 de- 
| ducted from the enlisted man’s pay 


check. 

$30 for Wife, Child. 
The allowance to a wife and one 
child would be $30, with $10 per 
month more for each additional 
child. Supplementing this would 
be the $20 deducted from the check 
of the soldier, sailor or marine. 
(The legislation would affect 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
grade enlisted men. In the Army 
this would include all privates, cor- 
porals and plain sergeants.) 

Other Class A dependents and 
the amount of their Government 
allowance as proVided in the bill 
follows: | 

If there be no wife,. but one 
child, $15; no wife but two chil- 
dren, $25, with $10 per month 
more for each additional child. A 
divorced wife, to whom’ alimony 
has been decreed, $20. 

Dependents in Class B and the 
amount of allowance set forth in 
the legislation follows: 

If there be one parent, $15; two 
parents, $25. For each grandchild, 
brother, sister, an additional $5. 

Up to $25 Deduction. 

There would be a deduction of 
$20 from the pay of the enlisted 
man having either Class A or Class 
B dependents. There would be a 
$5 additional deduction if he had 
dependents in both Class A and B. 

If the enlisted ‘man should have 
both Class A and B_ dependents, 
the allowances to them by the Gov- 
ernment would remain unchanged, 
but those of Class B status weuld 
receive only $5 of the pay check 
deduction, while Class A depend- 
ents would receive $20.

Aid to Bataan’

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21 (AP). 
AMBOO-PATCHED transport 
planes kept a trickle of medical 
supplies running to Bataan un- 
til the last, an Army doctor said 
today, but the loss of three ships 
carrying similar cargoes to the 
American-Filipino forces sealed the 
fate of the embattled peninsula. 
The medical officer, Lieut. Col. 
William J. Penard, was quoted in 
a Melbourne radio broadcast which 
said he had reached Australia from 
the Philippines in “one of the F'y- 
ing Fortresses which recently 
bombed enemy positions there.” 
“He said the (Bataan) garrison 
could have held out for a long 
time, had it been possible to get in 
sufficient food, drugs and medical 
supplies,” it continued. 

“Lieut. Col. Penard paid a trib- 
ute to the magnificent work done 
by the pilots . . . for actually fly- 
ing transports patched up with 
lengths of bamboo, and with parts 
tied together with wire and rope. 
“These machines carried drugs 
and medical supplies to the be- 
leaguered Bataan garrison every 
night for the last month of the 
siege, he said, The pilots were 
heroes among heroes. 

“When the battle ended the two 
main hospitals were in the front 
lines. The nurses escaped to Cor- 
regidor, but the doctors stayed be- 
hind with badly wounded patients.”

TOWARD A “PEOPLE’S PEACE.” 

Our industrial war effort is demonstrating more 
and more with each new day the tremendous things 
which are within this nation’s capacity and resources. 
The same is true in Britain. The people are coming 
to the conclusion that an economy of plenty is a 
realizable possibility. ; 

It is for this reason that Ernest Bevin said yester- 
day that this war must end in a “people's peace.” 
For the same reason, the British Labor Minister 
wrote in his book, “The Balance Sheet of the Future,” 
that “the whole drive at the end of this great struggle 
must be toward raising the standard of life, raising 
civilization, spreading it, creating desires and then 
satisfying them.” 

This is no longer a) pious hope, no longer, merely 
a conversation topic for ineffectual parlor pinks. This 
war is teaching us the “know-how.” The effort which 
is being made to forge the destructive sword can 
also be made to hammer out the productive plow- 
share. This is not the twaddle of technocrats, but 
the blueprinted gospel of such “sound” economists as 
Harvard’s Alvin Hansen. 

There are always the Canutes who are afraid of 
progress. Mut, whatever dikes they may have built, 
they have never stayed the tide. Yet, with their 
dams, they have, on occasion, changed its gradual 
advance into a roaring flood. 

Even without willful opposition, some of. the 
technical adjustments involved in Mr. Bevin’s 
“people’s pedte” are going to be difficult enough. 
The last trumpet on the battlefield is not going to 
herald the arrival of the millennium full-blown. 

Its difficulties must be anticipated, its problems 
studied in advance. We lost no end of precious 
time in getting the war effort under way because we 
were utterly unprepared. It will be criminal if we 
are as unprepared for the peace effort. 

Indeed, it is necessary that many of the founda- 
tions of the post-war world be built now. In such 
activities as the distribution of raw materials, this 
is already being done. The co-operation now neces- 
sary to feed armies is no different from that which 
will be necessary after the war to feed the workers 
of reconstruction. 

Mr. Bevin is sure that even now there are “being 
beaten out on the anvil by the hammer of events, néw 
developments—not being left to wait for the confer- 
ence table after the war, but taking shape in the 
actual progress of the war.”

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LAVAL FINDS PEACE. 

The speech broadcast from Vichy’ yesterday by 
Pierre Laval was an exercise in rhetoric full of 
bribes and seduction. The French Quisling announced 
that he had found peace for his nation. But, for all 
his protests, it is a peace of the conquered. 

All of Laval’s tricks of persuasion could not have 
convinced the provincial peasant or the Parisian 
workman to the contrary. These people could not 
have joined him in his exculpation of Hitler when he 
declared it was “a crime” for France to have gone 
to war against the Fuehrer. 

Nor could they have joined him in his assertion 
that this “rapprochement between France and Ger- 
many” is the necessary condition for the survival of 
Gallic civilization. On the contrary, they must have 
said to themselves that it is the ordeal of French 
civilization, the most cruel test yet devised for its 
ability to survive. 

How could they have agreed with him that it is 
now necessary for France to stand side by side with 
the Third Reich against the Russians? Had they 
not, in better days, placed their hope for the safety of 
France in a treaty with those same Russians? / 
Laval washed his hands before the people like an 
ancient Roman Governor of Judea, and we can. be 
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ure that the gesture did not wash away his distinc- 


tion of being the most hated man in the country. 
He tried to seduce the farmers into co-operative 
production by hinting that the defeat of the Nazis 
would mean the loss of their farms. He offered 
the workmen an equally false bribe of reassurance. 
He told them that not their subjection, but their 
salvation lay in a victory’ by the Nazis.

Rise of Chemical Industry: 
Babe in 1914, a Giant Now 


-__ t——— 


‘This Chemical Age: The Miracles of Man-made 
Materiais,”” by Williams Haynes, (Alfred A. Knopt, 
New York.) 

HEN we consider the mature vigor of 
the present American chemical indus 
try, it is hard to realize that in 1914 it was 
virtually a helpless babe in arms. Not only 

did America lack production facilities; we 

were hopelessly short of trained technicians 

and of the knowledge on which German 
chemical industry was based. 

The outbreak of war in 1914 placed this 
country in a desperate situation for dyes 
and medicines, products of synthetic organic 
chemistry preViously imported from Ger 
many. In 1939, we felt no such famine, 
American chemical industry in the interim 
had more than filled in the gaps in our 
scientific and technical knowledge and plant 
facilities. Not only do we have those dyes 
and medicines, but there are now more 
chemical products in our civilization than 
were ever dreamed of in 1914. 

* * * 


Made in America, and in many cases com- 
pletely or largely developed here, we have 
strikingly powerful and effective medicinals, 
motor fuels which have made possible enor- 
mous improvements in airplane and auto 
mobile design and performance, syntheti¢ 
fibers which have revolutionized the textile 
industry, plastics whose applications and 
importance cannot yet be even estimated, 
new materials of destruction.in war and 
peace, fertilizers, lacquers, drying agents, 
moistening agents, solvents. 

And synthetic rubber. Haynes is definitely 
optimistic on that point, though he admits 
it would take two years and $100,000,000 te 
build plants to supply half our tire demands, 
“Only to escape a rubber famine would 80 
stupendous an effort be made.” 

The lag between laboratory discovery and 
actual commercial production is known to 
every industrial chemist and engineer to be 
very much longer than the time necessary 
to build the factory and start production 
once the “know-how” is there. Some place 
the average lag at six years, others say 10. 


Since we do have processes for synthetic¢ 
rubber-like materials well tested through 
the pilot-plant stage, Haynes feels that 
actual production is definitely assured. He 
’ predicts in effect that money invested now 
in synthetic rubber plants need not be Jost 
when the full supply of natural rubber is 
again available; potential application in 
flooring offices and homes, not to mention 
highways, with a rubber-like material of 
ideal properties would require a huge ton 
nage. 

If this proves true, the reluctance of pri 
vate industry to undertake commercial pro 
duction of synthetic rubber would seem 
hardly in line with the farsightedness and 
drive for which Haynes gives it credit. 

More than the average book on popular 
science, “This Chemical Age” gives the 
reader a picture of chemical industry and 
chemical research in action. The men, the 
plants, the problems, the rivalries are dra- 
matically reported.

Dentz was spared—to become mili- 
tary governor of Syria, where he 
was defeated by the British and 
Free French. 

Laval is not unlike Al Capone, 
who also could be sent to jail only 
on the charge of perjuring himself 
in regard to his income tax.

N OW, at first sight, one would 
think that the appointment of 
Laval would only inflame French 
resentment further—and, at first 

sight this is what has happened. 
But keeping the Nazi game well 
in mind, let us think and predict 


, what can happen. 


Remember that the Nazis need 
Laval to handle the French people. 
What will they give Laval to of- 
fer the French people? 
. = . 

The division of France into two 
zones is distressing to all French- 
men. Having divided France, the 
Nazis will now in every probabil- 
ity allow Laval to bring about its 
reunion. At the same time, they 
will allow him to play up his vic- 
tories; they will even stage spuri- 
ous “conflicts of policy” in which 
Laval will appear to be the win- 
ner. And Laval will slyly wink 
and spread the impression that it 
takes a smart Frenchman to out- 
with the Germans. 

They will allow Laval to get 
back some thousands of prisoners 
from the camps where they have 
been interned since the spring of 
1940. 

Laval may even reconvene some 
sort of rump parliament on the 
Nazi Reichstag model, to convince 
America that he is “restoring 
democracy.” The German propa- 
ganda hints at this by comparing 
Petain’s appointment of Laval to 
the appointment of Hitler by Hin- 
denburg. And indeed the parallel 
is striking. 

“And the game is, that for these 
two things, and perhaps some oth- 
ers, the French people will pay 
for an outright Nazi and complete- 
ly anti-British and anti-American 
organization of France.

Now it would be foolhardy to say 
that this policy won't work. If 
we allow Laval to have a series of 
successes, it is quite possible that 
we will be played out of the game. 

If we keep our eyes on the 
French fleet, instead of upon the 
whole political constellation, we 
stand a good chance of being de- 
ceived ourselves. (The appoint- 
ment of Darlan as commander of 
all French forces, including the 
fleet, is not a preparation for its 
delivery to the Germans.) 

For Laval will not deliver the 
French fleet to the Germans. That 
would be much too transparent and 
unsubtle. Laval’s game is to do

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CHINA RELIEF DRIVE 
OPENS AT LUNCHEON 


St. Louis Goal Is $95,000— 
Address by National 
Chairman. 


A luncheon meeting at Hotel 
Jefferson today opened the St. 
Louis campaign for $95,000 for aid 
to Chinese civilians. The local 
drive is part of the seven-million- 
dollar national United China Re- 
lief drive and is headed by Boyle 


O. Rodes. 

Credit for funds raised will be 
sent by radio to Chungking, pro- 
visional Chinese capital, to be 
used for the purchase of food, cloth- 
ing, shelter, medical supplies and 
other goods for Chinese civilians 
who have been made destitute by 
the war. 

Principal speakers at today’s 
luncheon were Paul G. Hoffman of 
South ‘Bend, Ind., president of the 
Studebaker Corporation and na- 
tional chairman of United China 
Relief, and Liu Liang-mo, lecturer 
who recently saw action with the 
Chinese ‘a Frank C. Rand, 
chairman of the board of Interna- 
tional Shoe Co, and vice-chairman 
of the local campaign, presided. 

Generous support of the drive 
was urged by Rodes, who said that 
“today, more than ever — 
China’s war is our war.” 

“China has been fighting * the 
Japs for nearly five years,” he con- 
tinued. “More than 1,000,000 of the 
finest sons of the Rising Sun, are 
in China today. If this Japanese 
army is kept engaged in China un- 
til the United Nations are prepared 
to take the offensive, victory is 
rendered both more certain and 
more speedy. Not only does China 
need us, but, under today’s condi- 
tions, we need China.” 

He described United China Relief 
funds as “an investment by the 
American people in civilian morale, 
which wili contribute substantially 
toward maintenance of the Chinese 
fighting front.”

‘Strategy of Truth.’ 


As an approach ‘to “this strategy 
of defense” MacLeish suggested 
“reorientation of the press to per- 
form a wartime duty” and the “or- 
ganization of a method and a prac- 
tice by which the press can meet 
successfully the attacks we now 
foresee.” 

The first, he said, called on the 
press to police itself and the sec- 
ond involved a “strategy of truth— 
the strategy which opposes to the 
frauds and the deceits by which 
our enemies have confused and 
conquered other peoples, the sim- 
ple and clarifying truths by which 
a nation such as ours must guide 
itself.” 

Object of such a strategy, he 
said, was to inform the people that 
if the Axis was victorious the de- 
feated never would be allowed to 
regain strength for another war, 
that negotiations were irreconcil- 
able with the memory of Munich 
and the attack on Pearl Harbor in 
the midst of Japanese-United 
States talks, and the ultimate con- 
clusion: 

“. . . That there is no possible 
outcome -for the freedom-loving 
peoples in this war but a victory 
won by fighting and that any pro- 
posal for any other outcome is a 
proposal which. has for conse- 
quence, whatever may be pictured 
as its purpose, the defeat of free- 
dom.”

OME girls will not lose weight 
88 my 14-day Coupon Diet. In- 

dividuals vary in their food 
needs, in their metabolism, in their 
activities. If you haven't lost a 
pound after a week of conscien- 
tious dieting, you may need a spe- 
cial diet and your doctor is the 
person to prescribe it. In a stricter 
diet, vitamin preparations may be 
needed. . 

Here are some reasons why you 
may not be losing. 

1. You may be eating more than 
you think. Check your ration card 
carefully. Don’t take heaping por- 
tions but just average helpings. 

2. You may be eating “extras”, 
taking soft drinks, between-meal 


_ snacks or alcoholic drinks. Don't! ° 


3. You may actually have lost 
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fat, but the scales may not show .

4. You may not be weighing 
yourself at the same time of day 
on the same scales, wearing the 
same amount of clothing. These 
things are important, as scales

Breakfast: One orange, whole 
grain cereal with milk, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, one-half thin slice 
whole wheat toast, one pat of but- 
ter, black coffee.

Are calorie lists necessary in fol- 
lowing a reducing diet? You can 
forget calories when you follow my 
Coupon Diet.

A good reducing diet is first.in im- 
portance, 

Exercise-for health and your fig- 
ure, however. Go in for walks and 
other outdoor activities. Follow a 
daily ten-minute routine of cal- 
isthenics as you lose weight.

THEY'LL DO IT EVERY TIME—By Jimmy Hatlo

T was some time ago, before 
anybody blitzkrieged anybody 


else, that Dr. Jacobson in Chi-. 
“cago advocated the gospel of re- 


laxation, His idea was that in a 
civilization as highly geared as 
ours, rest was a necessity and that 
if properly performed; it would con- 


- duce to longevity and health. 


I always felt that there was a 
slight exaggeration in these state- 
ments, but I certainly feel since 
moving around in wartime that a 
great many people—especially at 
my age—are overdoing their worry- 
ing and activities and this gospel 
could be used with a great deal of 
valuable result. 

Psychologists believe that people 

who accomplish the most have four 
main attributes: first, rhythm in 
their activities with periods of 
maximum output and accomplish- 
ment, alternating with repose; sec- 
ond, a sense of values which makes 
them minimize effort; third, abil- 
ity to reduce muscular tension; 
fourth, a readiness to fall asleep 
at will. 
_ Psychologists have gotten up 10 
tricks which they believe are use- 
ful in producing relaxation. I do 
not know whether they will do so 
or not, but in wartime I recom- 
mend-them to everybody over the 
age of 50. They are: 

1. Cut down on the intensity of 
your thinking half an hour before 
retiring. (Play Chinese checkers, 
plan an excursion for the k 
end, write a letter to a friend full 
of pleasant things you have been 


doing.)

2. TAKE PLENTY OF time to 
get ready for bed (planning next 
morning’s clothes, leisurely bath, 
and so on.) 

3. If you like to read in bed 
choose non fiction or a ‘hard” 
book. Force your mind to grapple 
with cumbersome facts, bore it into 
unconditional surrender to sleep. 

4. Transplant your mind from 
fears or hates to a field which has 
interest without excitement (a 
new wardrobe, possibly). 

5. Make your mind hop from one 
idea to another. Just as the mind 
loses consciousness and _ sleep 
comes, thoughts become disjointed 
and scattered. (Start with some 
happy episode in childhood, for ex- 
ample.) : 

6. To quiet the body, get rid of 
any pressure or pain. (Lighten 
weight of covers, clothes.) 

7. Tepid bath without a _ rub- 
down. (Get into bed a little damp 
and chilly. As the body becomes 
warmed it becomes more and more 
comfortable. If during the night 
one becomes sleepless, throw back 
covers until the hody becomes un- 
comfortably chilly. Then when the 
covers are pulled up again, the 
body once more sinks into coziness. 

8. Imitate the slow, deep rhyth- 
mical breathing of sleep. (Helps 
regulate the circulation and may 
ease the Mind and emotions; also 
tensions in the abdomen.) 

9. Relax the muscles completely. 

10. Get rested before trying to 
sleep. (Get into bed an hour or 
more before your regular time for 
retiring. Do so night after night 
to build up a reserve of rest and 
fall asleep without the old strug- 
gle.) —

SOMETIMES PATIENTS do jump to conclusions, as Martin 
pointed out, and want a. new treatment used on them which they 
saw described the day before in the medical column. That treatment 
may still be in the experimental stage, being limited to monkeys, 
dogs or white rats. It may never yet have been tried on human 
beings. Besides, its full physiological effects, even on the experimen- 
tal animals, may not be fully known. But. atill, patients may re- 
quest such a treatment, not having read carefully enough to have 
appreciated the prematurity of their request. Such results of the 
medical column are not unusual, but a progressive doctor can explain 
the situation as quickly as I have done it in this paragraph.

THERE ARE REALLY two basic reasons why physicians usually 
inveigh against the medical column. The first has been described 
above when I mentioned that it compels them to read every day 
to keep ahead of their patients. But that result is really a salutary 
one for modern medicine, even if the doctors hate to be coerced 
into keeping up to date. The second reason is the fact that many 
doctors think the more the public knows about medicine, the less it 
will patronize physicians and surgeons. That is a very selfish ex- 
cuse. Doctors seldom admit it in public, though many of them grum- 
ble among themselves to that effect. Progressive doctors, however, 


_ don’t share those views. They realize the more that people know 


about a subject, the greater will be their interest therein and the 
more they will purchase of that product.

HAT a boy needs is a man’s 
W rirone hand over him, With- 
out it he may turn out to be 
a waster, a profligate or worse. 
To this end nature has provided 
man with a deep voice and greater 
physical strength than a woman. 
If occasion needs, he can rant and 
roar. This enables him to drive 
terror into the heart of thé boy. 
The position of the father in dis- 
ciplinary matters is strengthened 
by his absence during the day. 
Thus if a boy should be stubborn 
or disobedient his mother may 
warn him, “Just wait until your 
father gets home!” : 
Imagine the effect of this upon 
the boy. If he persists in his stub- 
bornness and disobedience, he is 
aware of the penalty that awaits 
him. He can picture his father, 
with fire in his eye, storming and 
raging up and down the floor like 
a mad bull, perhaps threatening 
physical chastisement. 


As the hour for the father’s re- 
turn approaches the boy may be 
expected to cower and cringe, He 
will regret his subbornness and 
disobedience, He will wish that he 
had conducted himself in a more 
becoming manner. He will, very 
likely, make up his mind that, 
once he has survived this ordeal, 
he will never again allow himself 
to get into such a predicament. 
This should result in a lasting im- 
provement to his character.

when you are called and 

get yourself ready for 
school on time without all this 
hurry-scurry and upsetness. This 
is the last time I’m going to tell 
you.” 

There is no such thing as “once 
for all” if you mean one telling is 
enough. It isn’t and it never will 
be while children are children. 
Telling is not what teaches any- 
body. If learning were as easy as 
that we would all be as wise as 
Solomon and as good as Moses, 
We aren’t because experience oft- 
en repeated and bearing its con- 
sequences is the only road to learn- 
ing. 

We have learned about some- 
thing when we accept the conse- 
quences of the action, expect them 
and are prepared to use them to 
our advantage. When we take a 
chance, when we hope against 
hope that the consequences will be 
averted by some miracle, we have 
not learned. We will have to be 
told once more, try again, and, if 
possible, learn. That's the way 
children learn. Just the same way 
we do. 

We teach a child early that 
clean hands and faces are the right 
and polite style for mealtime. 
When they are babies we wash 
them ourselves; we continue to do 
so until they are able to help 
themselves and then we try to 
push them off on their own power. 

They will not be able to do the 
job alone although they can use 
soap and rag and brush and water 
and towel. We will have to look, 
point out the dark places, encour- 
age them to try again.and again. 

“All right, but when a boy is 10 
years old isn’t it about time he 
could wash himself on his own, 
without my having to drive him to 
it every morning, every mealtime, 
every bedtime until I am sick of 
the sound of my own voice?

Wouldn’t you think he would 
know enough to do it by this time 
without my constant nagging?” 

He knows it, intellectually. He 
could make a fine speech about the 
virtue of cleanliness, probably does 
to his small brother or sister. He 
knows, in words, all the hygienic, 
esthetic and moral reasons for 
cleanliness, but he still is ignorant 
of them in terms of experiences 
that are set deep in terms of trou-

In Conceding 
His Defeat

F every declarer were to take 


one more long look at-a hand be- 

fore abandoning it as hopeless, I 
venture to say that his ledger of 
profit and loss would show a sub- 
stantial improvement at the end of 
every year. Today’s hand is very 
much a case in point: 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable.

Obviously, the bidding was on 
the conservative side, and when 
West made arf opening diamond 
lead up to the king, declarer nat- 
urally felt that his contract would 
be, a laydown. He soon changed 
his mind, however. East won with 
the diamond ace and returned the 
queen. Declarer put up the king 
and was shocked to have it ruffed 
away by West, who returned a 
club. Declarer won in his own 
hand and drew the trumps, but 
then, staring mournfully at his lone 
ace of hearts, said: “Well, I guess 
I can’t eat these two diamonds.” 
The opponents graciously accepted 
this confession of defeat. 

South’s surrender had been pre- 
mature, to say the least. He should 
have seen that there was not mere- 
ly an opportunity to salvage one 


of his diamond tricks, but an ab-. 


solute assurance that he could do 
so. Successful play would go as 
follows: 

Upon winning the club return in 
his own hand, South should, as he 
did, draw the adverse trumps. He 
then should cash the heart ace, 
after which he should enter dum- 
my (with the club jack) to*lead 
the heart queen through. If Hast 
had the king and covered, South 
‘would ruff, then return to dummy 
with the club ace and discard a 
diamond on the established heart 
jack. If (as was actually the case) 
it was West who had the heart 
king, the result would be the same. 
In that case, since the heart queen 
could not be covered by East, de- 
clarer would merely discard a los- 
ing diamond, cheerfully conceding 
the trick to West. The heart jack 
now would be established in dum- 
my for another diamond discard. 

Surely a play as simple as this 
should be within the scope of every 
reasonably experienced player.
